The Sinking of the Virginitus. 

Our telegrams of yesterday lave 
informed our readers of the sinking 
of this ship off the coast of this 
State, near Frying Pan Shoals.

We do not regret the 
oecurrence as the vessel, as long as it 
held together, would be a monument 
which would serve to recall to mind 
the inhuman and coid-blooded butch- 
ery at Santiago de Cuba, besides it 
saves a large amount of litigation in 
which more money would probably 
be spent than the worth of the ship. 
We would subjoin a short sketch of 
the eventful history ef this ship, but 
so much has beeen written of her in 
the past few months we take it for 
granted that our readers are too fa- 
miliar with the subject to make it an 
interesting theme. 


Cannon to Become Implements 
of Agriculture. 

A Chicago Professor is -ngaged in 
endeavoring to demonstrate the prac- 
ticability of controlling and distrib- 
uting rainfall by means of concus- 
sions produced by the firing of artil- 
lery. His theory is deduced from an 
examination of one hundred and 
thirty battles which were succeeded 
by copious rains. About sixty per 
cent. of all battles orbombardments of 
importance are followed by rain 
within the first twenty-four hours 
from the commencement of the 
heavy firing, and about ninety per 
cent. within the first forty-eight 
hours, the average length of time 
being twenty-six and a half hours. 
These rains follow battles not only 
in the Spring and Summer, but also 
in Autumn and Winter,and not only 
in this country and in Europe, but 
in the dry season in Mexico. The 
theory of this phenomenon is ex- 
plained at great length by the Pro- 
fessor. 

The establisiiment of this theory, 
and the converting the cannon into 
an implement of agriculture instead 
of remaining destroyers of life, is 
something that might be devoutly 
wished for.
